As a result of the court order, ma- 
jor changes in operation, state fund- 
ing, staffing and programming are 
being made; however, those who re- 
ceive the benefits of the Extension 
Service will experience no change. 

On Tuesday, May 13, the local 
office formally and officially 
changed its name to: Alabama Coop- 
erative Extension System/Coffee 
County office. 

The Chairman of the Coffee 
County commission, Tom Grimsley, 
made the following statement: 

“Tt has is often been said that the 
success of any community is meas- 
ured by the quality of its lawyers, 
doctors, ministers and teachers, The 
same can be said of its county Exten- 
sion agents. 

“This is a significant day in the 
history of Cooperative Extension 
work in Alabama - so significant that 
I’ve signed a proclamation setting 
aside today, May 13, as Extension 
System Recognition day in coffee 
County. 

“I invite all the people of Coffee 
County to reflect on the important 
role Extension has played and con- 
tinues to play in the economic vital- 
ity of our community. 

“Yes, the merger of the two Ex- 
tension programs at Alabama A&M 
and Auburn universities represent a 
big challenge to both universities 
and to local staff here in. our. county. 

“But for the past 83 years, Coop- 
erative Extension has always risen to 
meet the challenge, I have no doubt 


that following through with the mer- 
ger will be no exception.” 

Grimsley noted that Extension 
work at the county level has changed 
considerably over the past eight dec- 
ades, but that one thing will never 
change: the agents’ commitment to 
provide all Alabamians with the 
means for a better life. 

He pledged the full support of the 
Coffee County Commission to the 
members of the Extension staff in 
getting this new system underway. 

“In the long run, we’re confident 
the unification of the two programs 
will be hailed as not only visionary 
and insightful but also practical,” 
said Grimsley. “After all, a unified 
Extension System simply makes 
good sense.” 

The first county agents, known as 
demonstration agents, were em- 
ployed in Alabama in 1906 and be- 
gan work in 1907, “Farmer- 
demonstration work” was conducted 
in 23 of the state’s counties in 1907. 

In 1911, the state legislature ap- 
propriated $25,000 annually for farm 
demonstration work. Before that 
time, the state had given practically 
no money. 

Alabama has 46,000 farms cover- 
ing 109 million acres. The average 
farm size is 213 acres.

His win- 
ning speed of 188.354 got him across the finish line 1.46 seconds 
ahead of Dale Earnhardt. That is after two hours, 39 minutes and 18 
seconds of racing! The car in the #1, or pole position, finished fourth 
and the #2 starter finished 20th, but they were both still “in the mon- 
ey.” It was reported that this was the first time the 500 mile race was 
run without the caution flags (waved when there is a wreck, break- 
down, etc.) and the lead changed 26 times with 13 different drivers 
leading the pack at one time or another. All that information and a 
quarter will not even get you a current copy of most American newspa- 
pers (including this one),

Education Legislation is a Beginning 


In arare display of bipartisan 
ship, the U.S. House of Representa 
tives voted last week to pass an edu 
cation reform bill with the backing of 
educators, parents, and lawmakers of 
every political stripe. 

This new legislation is de 
signed to provide much-needed fi 
nancial relief to school systems and 
improve the safety and quality of 
education for all students, In sum, it 
is a good attempt to move in the right 
direction, but more can be done 

The Individuals With Disabili 
ties Education Act Amendments of 
1997, or the “IDEA” amendments 
bill, passed by a 420 to 3 vote last 
Tuesday. It amends the Individuals 
With Disabilities Education Act fot 
the first time in more than 21 years. 

Why the reform? In short, 
rising costs of special education pro- 
grams are burdening school systems, 
At the same time discipline problems 
fromunruly disabled students are con- 
tributing to disorder inthe classroom, 

Under the IDEA reform legis 
lation, more of the federal dollars set 
aside for special education needs will 
actually go to schools, Right now, a 
portion of annual special education 
funding goes to states for administra- 
tive costs, 

The House-passed legislation 
would cap special education funding 
being used for such administrative 
purposes while allowing more money 
to gotoclassrooms, Had this new bill 
already been law for the 1996-97 
school year, schools would have re- 
ceived an extra $175 million to help 
educate students with disabilities.

Furthermore, the newly- 
passed reform legislation streamlines 
and consolidates paperwork and pro 
cedural requirements forschools, cre- 
ating real dollar savings for local 
schools and time savings for teach 
ers. This change alone will save 
more than $765 million a year for 
local schools, according to the U.S. 
Department of Education. 

Another major benefit of this 
reform legislation is increased class- 
room safety, Teachers and princi- 
pals will be able to remove a student 
who brings weapons or drugs to 
school, regardless of his or her dis- 
ability status, for up to 45 days to an 
alternative educational setting, 

And, if a child's misconduct 
is unrelated to his or her disability, he 
or she will now be disciplined the 
same way as any other child, except 
that such unruly disabled students 
will not lose access to educational 
services, 

Passing this education reform 
legislation wasn’ tas easy as itseems. 
Two years ago a similar attempt was 
killed by liberals in Congress. So the 
fact that liberals have now agreed to 
some education reform is a positive 
step. 

But we can't stop here. Loca! 
schools need greater authority to 
make their own decisions, especially 
in the area of discipline. 

Lam hopeful that the example 
set by the IDEA reform bill will pave 
the way for more flexibility for local 
schools and teachers. Education 
doesn’t work when Washington ties 
teachers’ hands behind their backs. .

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New law makes 
Alabama new hire 
law mandatory 


Under recently passed legislation, 
participation in an ;employee regis- 
iry system will become mandatory 
for Alabama employers beginning 
October 1, 1997. The new law is a 
component of the federal welfare re 
form and is required for all states 

The primary purpose of this regis- 
iry system is to establish a nation- 
wide data base to locate noncustodi 
al parents not paying court-requirced 
child support payments 

“Here in Alabama we already 
have an employee registry system in 
place,” says Dottie Blair Cieszynski, 
director of the Alabama Dept. of In- 
dustrial Relations. 

“It's known as the Alabama new 
Hire Program, and currently 8,000 
employers are already participating 
ona voluntary basis.” 

Under the new law, employers 
will provide the following employee 
information: name, address, social 
security number, and date of hire, 
recall or re-hire of every employee. 
The information must be submitted 
within seven days after the new hire 
of an employee. 

“We've tried to make participa- 
tion as casy as possible,” explains 
Ms. Cieszynski. “The required in- 
formation can either be mailed in 
with a pre-printed form provided by 
this department, or sent by fax, mag- 
netically, or electronically.” 

In addition to locating parents 
not paying child support, the New 
Hire program will also provide three 
other benefits; it identifies people 
drawing unemployment compensa- 
tion benefits after returning to work; 
it will identify people illegally draw- 
ing workers’ compensation money 
after returning to work; and it will 
allow the Dept. of Industrial Rela- 
tions to deduct money from a clai- 
mant’s unemployment compensa- 
tion check if they owe money to the 
Dept. of Human Resources Food 
Stamp program.

It was held to collect used oil, and 
to increase awareness to farmers and 
residents that used oil is a potential 
source of contamination to the future 
water supply in the county. Almost 
1200 gallons of used oil and 100 gal- 
lons of anu freeze were collected, 

According to George Tabb, 
county agent, current information 
Suggests that it takes only five gal- 
lons of used oil to contaminate one 
million gallons of fresh water, which 
is a year’s supply for 50 people.

All five city council members 
voted for the firing while Haywood 
openly opposed the action, The ter- 
mination was not a surprise, as Pea- 
cock had his attorney present at the 
meeting and out-of-town TV crews 
were also filming the action. 

The lawsuit was filed against the 
city and the five city council mem- 
bers, but Haywood was not named 
as a defendent in this case. 

The basis for the suit, $1 million 
in compensatory damages and $1.5 
in punitive damages, was that the 
man had been terminated without the 
proper hearings required by Al- 
abama law and Elba city ordinance, 

At the termination meeting, Gill 
was told, after the vote to terminate, 
they could have a hearing, but the at- 
torney declined until a written list of 
the charges was presented. This was 
done several days later and again a 
hearing was offered, however no 
hearing ever took place. The lawsuit 
was filed in May, 1996 and settled 
one year later. 

Peacock was the fourth person to 
carry the title of “Chief” in less than 


four years. His was the second to 
end in a cash settlement to the ter- 
minated employee. The administra- 
tion ended with an acting chief, as 
the council, nor the mayor made any 
Strong attempt to name a _ re- 
placement during the final months of 
the administration. 

The saga began in the first year of 
the administration, when former 
chief, Freddie Hanchey filed his suit 
for wrongful termination and won a 
settlement and return to a high rank- 
ing position in the police de- 
partment. His case was opposite of 
the Peacock case, as Haywood fired 
Hanchey while the council members 
wanted to retain him. Jack Parker 
and Maxwell Hooks each served as 
chief, but resigned. Peacock, a for- 
mer military police officer in the U. 
5. Army, was named to the position 
after the resignation of Hooks He 
came to Elba from the Hartford po- 
lice department. 

That was the final of five wrong- 
ful termination suits lost by the city 
in a four year span. There are how- 
ever, one or two personal injury suits 
making their way through the courts.

The Introduction to Disaster 
Course is needed before any other 
course can be taken. It is available at 
the Elba City Hall in a video-take- 
home format. 

Mass Care Overview and Shelter 
Operations are classes that cover 
what is involved in setting up, run- 
ning, and supplying a shelter during 
a disaster. 

A shelter team for the Elba area 
will be formed from those attending 
the training. The shelters are set up 
to provide a safe place during and af- 
ter a disaster. Many people who use 
the shelters are elderly, live in mo- 
bile homes, or live in areas normally 
affected by flooding. 

Damage Assessment takes place 
immediately following a disaster. In- 
formation on damage and number of 
people affected is gathered by volun- 
teers.

He presented figures from GTE 
on the cost of relocating existing 
equipment form the present coun- 
house to the post office. This cost 
was $10,877.98. 


An option to the above was for 
GTE to install a rental system in the 
temporary facility at a cost of 
$2,674.49 per month for 18 months 
($48,464.82), This option was highly 
recommended by GTE. 

Mobley noted that GTE officials 
stated that this system could be used 
in the new courthouse after it was 
completed. The cost and legality of 
this without bidding the equipment 
was questioned. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, a motion to follow GTE’s rec- 
ommendation failed in a 4-2 vote 
(Commissioners Linda Westbrook, 
Kayo Lewis, Doug Dalrymple, and 
Len Averett voted against the mo- 
tion; Commissioners Tom Grimsley 
and Bernest Brooks voted for; Com- 
missioner Robert Stephens was not 
present). 


Commissioner Dalrymple made a 
motion to appoint a committee to de- 
cide the issue. His motion failed to 
get a second, 

Once again, Commissioner Grim- 
sley made the original motion. It 
failed by the same vote a second 
time, 

The commission, after more dis- 
cussion failed to reach a decision so 
they took a 15-minute recess to re- 

roup. During the recess, the group 
huddled (with a news reporter 
present) out in the hall to discuss a 
compromise. 

Upon reconvening, Commission- 
er Linda Westbrook made a motion 
that the county administrator nego-

Last Thursday evening (7:00 
p.m.), the Coffee County Emergency 
Communications Board (CCECB) 
signed with a firm to map and ad- 
dress the county for E-911, 

The contract was awarded to LAS 
Systems, Inc., of Roopville, GA. ata 
cost of $87,900.00 

The firm will begin in June map- 
ping the more than 1,000 miles of 
roads in the county identifying all 
structures, rivers, streams, bridges 
and even fire plugs, Also, all the 
streets in Elba, Kinston and New 
Brockton will be inciuded in the 
mapping and identification process. 

e time frame for the firm's 
completing its task is 12 months 
with a Master Stree/County Road 
Address Guide being completed in 
13 months. Incentives are included 
in the contract for carly completion 
of the contract. 

Gloria Webb, Public Information 
Officer for the CCECB, said,“You 
need to know that this is a major step 
in getting ready for E-911, and is 
monumental in scope...When this 
project is completed, each emergen- 
cy responder in the county will have 
a book of maps which will enable 
him/her to go directly to any struc 
ture in the county, even if he or she 
moved here and started work only 
yesterday. 

“Today, we are taking a giant step 
forward towards enhancing the safe- 
ty and welfare of our citizens and 
their property” 

Since this mapping and address 
ing for E-911 will eventually affect 
one's mailing address, all postmas- 
ters from within the county were in- 
vited to the meeting. 

County residents are cautioned 
not to become alarmed at this ad 
dress change because it will be done 
in an orderly and timely fashion 


There will be no sudden change of 


address for anyone. 

Charles Webb, Director of Coffee 
County's Emergency Management 
Agency and also serves as the 
CCECB’s chairman, stated that em- 
ployees with LAS System, Inc., will 
have the proper identification when 
contacting area residents for infor- 
mation, 

He urges every county resident to 
cooperate with these people which 
will in turn make the mapping pro- 
cess proceed smoothly thus allowing 


residents to have the benefit of E- 
911 as soon as possible. 

The contract calls for monthly 
payments to be made to the mapping 
firm. Webb stated that by doing this, 
hopefully the contract will be paid 
infull at its completion. 

The county, via GTE, is currently 
collecting funding for the mapping 
and addressing work and has been 
doing so since October 1996, 

The county-wide E-911 system 
has to be in operation by October 
1999,
